Tun National debt was reduced by 814. 
181,221 during the month of August. The 
total cash in the Treasury yesterday was 
8240, 408. 788. There were also in the Treasury 
$5,400,920 in gold certificates, and $57,578,310 
in silver certificates. The legal-tenders out- 
standing at date amount to $346,681,016. 
There were coined at the United States 
mints during the month $11,565,500, of which 
$2,300,000 were standard dollars. 


THE French Republicans are working vig- 
orously to secure the election of their candi- 
dates in constituencies where second ballots 
are necessary. In most instances the Repub- 
lican candidates who stood highest on the 
polis then will be the candidates at the sec 
ond ballot elections, the other Republican 
candidates retiring in their favor. The re- 
actionaries have, in most instances, with- 
drawn from what they regard as a hopeless 
contest. The Republic is in the ascendency, 
and Bonapartism and Bourbonism seem to 
be dead in France. 


Work proceeds on the Panama Canal 
under great difficulties. Yellow-tever has 
played dread havoe among the workingmen. 
Most of the Captains of the brigades have 
been strieben by the dread disease, and the 
men employed on four sections have been 
forced to abandon the work. The mortality is 
very great among the sufferers. Two-thirds 
of those who have been taken to the hos- 
pitals have been taken therefrom dead. 
None but persons accustomed to tropical 
life, its heat and rains, can venture to work 
on the canal with any degree of safety.

NO IMPROVEMENT. 
‘THE SAD TRUTH OF YESTERDAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASN dT, D. C., Sept. 1.—The Presi- 
dent is no better, and we are left somewhat 
in doubt whether or not he is worse. Ile 
certainly has gained no strength, and the 
public are beginning to lose confidence in the 
constantly repeated story that to maintain 
his ground is to gain. Few common people 
believe it. They all say, in homely phrase, 
that if he is only holding his own his condi- 
tion is not very encouraging, as he has so 
very little to hold. The day has-been one of 
anxiety, and it ends leaving us anxious still. 
The morning bulletin showed that the Presi- 
dent was restless for at least the early part 
of the night. 
THE EVENING BULLETIN 
records an increase of fever, while the puise 
in the noon bulletin was 13 beats higher than 
in the bulletin of the same hour yesterday. 
The morning bulletin, too, hinted at rigors 
and sweating, with the statement that they 
did not accompany the fever. The evening 
bulletin, referring to that unfortunate ex- 
pression, says that the morning bulletin was 
misunderstood, and that the Presid has 
had “no rigors” for several week5. The 
writers of the bulletin certainly undératand 
the English language, and , 
OUGHT TO KNOW WHAT EFFECT 
their expressions have upon the people. It 
has not been possible for the public, gen- 
erally, to aecept the semi-official explanation 
of the doctwrs that the reference to “rigor” 
was absolutely without meaning, and there 
has been a serious apprehension throughout 
the day that the fever of last night was ac- 
companied with what was a slight rigor, and 
that the surgé@pns, fearing that the report ae 
to what actually happened might get to the 
public, chose to forestall public opinion by 
that vague ahd sinister reference to the ab- 
sence of chills and sweating, At all evtuts, 
the morning bulletin was 
EXTREMELY UNSATISFACTORY, 
both to the people and to the Cabinet. It 
was due to the earnest remonstrance of the 
latter that the qualification was inserted in 
the evening bulletin. The minds of the 
Cabinet officers are tonight by no means at 
ease as to the President's condition. The 
bulletins afe constantly referring back to 
some previous time for comparison. I have 
taken pains to-day to run over the bulletins 
for a number of days, and find that the ex- 
pressions, “ About as well as he was yester- 
day at this time” and as favorable as he 
was yesterday at the same hour,” when 
traced back to a point where some definit ex- 
pression of opinion is made,:show that 
THE PRESIDENT’S CONDITION IS CRITICAL. 
That it undoubtedly still is. The parotid 
swelling is discharging freely and diminish- 
ing in size. No more incisions have been 
tound necessary, and itis now thought that 
none willbe. it is discovered that there is 
some discharge of pus into the mouth 
through the opening that was discovered yes- 
terday—rather that was noticed in the bulle- 
tin yesterday for the first time—for one of 
the doctors, in an interview today, says that 
the pus has been discharging into the 
mouth for some days. This pus, during the 
President’s waking hours, is removed from 
the throat by expectoration, There are evi- 
dently fears that seme of it may be swallowed 
when he Sleeps and produce nausea, and 
again disturb the stomach. 
THIS WAS GREATLY FEARED 
when the parotid swelling first appeared, but, 
now that the opening exists into the throat, 
nothing is said of it except that it is a trifling 
matter which gives no concern. At the 
present rate the swelling in the gland will 
entirely disappear in a few days, and 
there does nat now seem to be any 
apprehefsion that the gland itself will be 
sloughed off. The stomach is evidently im- 
proving. The President has today taken 
something more resembling solid food. He 
has chewed two mouthfuls of chicken and 
swallowed the juice, and hgs also taken two 
small pieces of beef steak in his mouth and 
swallowed the juice. He has, besides, eaten 
a little oyster soup. 
THE WOUND 
does not appear to be appreciably improving. 
Itis sluggish. It is stated that it cannot be 
expected to discharge freely until the 
parotia swelling has ceased to dis- 
charge. There are, however, some 
evidences of granulation, and the

INTO AN UNHEALED WOUND. 
There are no evidences now that the wound 
has healed-from the bottom which did not then 
exist. On the contrary, the President’s gen- 
eral condition was then much better than it 
now is. The wound, which is the cause of the 
President’s illness, is evidently still a great 
source of danger. 

DR. BLISS HT HAVE ADDED ~ 
to his assertion “whisky saved the 
President,” the statément that whisky is 
keeping him alive. The alcohelic enemata 
are administered every day, it having been 
discovered a day or two ago that it would 
not do to suspend them. At present, with the 
great drains that are made on the system by 
the swelling, as well as the twelve inches 
of unhealed wound, there is no other chance 
for adding to his strength. The nourish- 
ment and stimulant that he takes eentinue to 
be just sufficient to counteract the drain. 

IT IS ONE OF THE RUMORS 

from the White House today that the probing 
tube has met an obstruction about tweand a 
halt inches nearer the mouth than the probe 
has been reaching. It is also 
that the ball has dropped about two and a 
half inches. If these conjectures be true, 
then there would seem to be no doubt that 
pus is being retained in the further regions 
of the wound, where it must be absorbed un- 
less speedily removed. It is suggested as 
possible that the high fevers of last night 
were due to the formation of such 
a pocket, thongh the fact that the 
pus from the swollen gtand finds its 
way into the mouth, as Dr. Boynton today 
said, and also is discharged fromthe nostrils, 
as is asserted, would be a sufficient disturb- 


ported to exist. While the reports from the 
White House have continued to Le favorable, 
yet there is a marked undereurrent of anxie- 
ty. It is said that they are not only giving 
the President alcohol by enemata in his food 
and by sponging, but that they have wrapped 
his legs in blankets soaked in Whisky.

A CHAPTER ON WHEAT. 

St. PA., Sept. 1.—The wheet-harvest in 
and thrashing, wnich 
follows close upon it in this latitude, is far 


advanced. It is possible now to make an 


approximately accurate estimate of the ag- 
gregate yield of the Northwestern staple. 
A good many false reports have been, sent 
out from here, more from the impatience of 
the senders than from an inherent disposi- 
tion to mendacity. 


It has been difficult, not 
to say impossible, to estimate the aggregate 


yield in advance of returns from the thrash- 
ers. Returns were had of the number of 
acres sown in the spring, but the fact that 


the wet weather prevented many fields from 
this an 


unsatisfactory basis for conclusion as 


to the amount harvested, This element 
has had to be taken into account in the final 
estimate now made, and has reduced the 
average yield per acre and the aggregate to a 
point much lower than has been congeded by 
most of those who have written from here 


upon the subject. I have great confidence 
in the substantial accuracy of the ‘figures 1 
am about to give you, however. They are 
made up by taking the means of several re- 
ports from each county in the State, and re- 
vising these with the aid and advice of sev- 


eral gemtiemen in St. Paul well qnalified by 


their situation and experience to peak with 


authority upou the subject. 


THE FIRST TABLE 

shows the average sown 10 wheat in each 
county, as given in the report of the Com- 
missioner of Statistics last J the yield 
per acre in each county estimated 
as above described, an the consequent total 
yield for each county and for the State. The 
acreage, about which there is no question, is 
2,967,363. The average yield per acre is 11.40 
bushels, which will be condemned by many 
sanguine people in Minnesota as too low. 
All I can is, more trouble has been taken 
to establish it accurately than any fault-tind- 
ers will be willing to take to prove its incor- 
rectness. This gives an regate vield for 
the whole State of 35,771,511 bushels. This 
less than the yield for 
last year, and is from two to seven millions 
tatisticiaus 
have made for this year’s crop. But I think 
it will stand the test of comparisotr with the 
officia] reports to be made next June. The 
second table, given for comparison, shows 
the average yield and agg product in 
the same counties last year. The average is 
nearly the same, though the new northern 
and western counties have gained at the 
expense of the older southern counties, but 
the yield per acre and aggregate are about 
15 per cent less than last year, The follow- 
ing are the tables:

FIRES IN CANADA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Toronro, Ont., Sept. 1.— Further accounts 
received this morning of the fires now raging 
throughout the country confirm previous re- 


ports of their appalling extent and great de- 


structiveness. The inhabitants of entire vil- 
lages are engaged in battling with the flames, 
which seriously threaten the destruction of 
their houses. The fires in some localities are 
too numerous to count. Near Lindsay thirty 
farmers have suffered the irreparable misfort- 
une of losing their e@tira crops, and in Mus- 
koka two children N to the destroy- 
ing element. Ever ere, in all directions, 
the flames are striking terror into the hearts 
of the farmers, who see the results of their 
hard labor in imminent danger of being 
swept away, and they powerless, to prevent 
it. In many instances they are 
MOVING EVERYTHING MOVABLE, 

in order to reach a place of greater security, 
but they cannot tell how soon the flames wil! 
follow on in swift destruction. Rain is ah 
indispensable necessity through the entire 
province at the present moment, If it should 
not come the consequences will be terrible. 
Ruin and devastation of property threatens 
thousands of jndustrious farmers of this 
great province. Along the lines of the Grand 
Trunk and Kingston & Pembroke Railways, 
around Kingston, up through the Ottawa 
district, and ali along the northern boundary’ 
of the province on into Muskoka the flames 
are burning fiercely. In Western Ontario, 
the heavy rain which fell at London and 
vicinity yesterday, went a long way towards 
Gamping out the fires, and any extreme dan- 
ger in this district is averted. 

I. AROUND OTTAWA. 

‘OTTAWA, Sept. 1,—Bush fires are reported 
on all sides here, with great destruction of 
property. The fires are rapidly extending 
along the borders ef the timbered country, 
The high wind is fanning the flames. Tele- 
graph communication is either totally or se- 
riously interrupted by fire, The fire-insur- 
ance agents report great destruction. Already 
there are thirty cases of farmers having entire 
crops and buildings burned. In the Graven- 
hurst section several farm houses and good 
barns with contents burned today. Keene 
Limit? was burned over. To the north of 
Bracebridge the fires are more intense 
than in the Township of Stephenson. 
old sick man was carried out of a burning 
house a considerable’ distance and placed 
in charge of two little girls. Shortly 
afterward those fighting the fire found the 
old man dead and the children mjssing. It 
isbelieved they perished. Fires rage all 


about Belleville, and the smoke is so dense 


that the opposit shores of the bay cannot be 
seen. The villages of Roslin and Sterling 
have only been saved from destruction by 
the active exertions of the innabitants. 

IN THE TOWNSHIP OF MADOC 
a large amount of property is destroyed, in- 
cluding dwellings, barns, crops, implements, 
fences, etc. Never have the winds been in a 
drier condition. Bracebridge has the same 
story to tell of immense destruction of prop- 
erty and loss of two children in the flames. 
Galt and Cheapside, Ontario, report a very 


severe rain-storm today. Thunder, lightning, 


and Ralistones were arcompaniments. At 
Galt the streets were flooded. Several houses 
were struck by lightning. Thomas Swinton, 
aged 19, was kilied instantly by lightning 
while at work on a farm. The span of horses 
he was driving were also killed. His brother 
working with him was stunned. The wife 
ot John McPhaler, a tarmer near Clyde, was 
instantly killed by lightning while sitting in 
the house. At Cheapside several barns were 
destroyed by lightuing. The storm lasted 
two hours, and was .accompanied by hail, 
some of the stones measuring two and a half 
apg circumference. 
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NEW JERSEY. 


1584.88 * ‘Trenton, N. J., Sept. 1.—Crops and cattle 


are suffering from the drouth, which extends 
the whole length and breadth of the State. 
The Blue Mountains in New Jersey are 
blazing for miles. Dense smoke obscures the 
sun. The heatis intense,. In the northern 
part of Hudson County, where the water 
supply is entirely derived from wells, the 
residents are compelled to cart water 
from Jersey City, and Hoboken. and 
are paying as high as 810 
per load. The North Hudson Coumy Rail- 
road Company, Whe have about 600 horses at 
West Hoboken, cart ail their water in lange 
iron tanks. Burlington County reports the 
Delaware River and all other streams un- 
commonly low. Wells, cisterns, and springs 
afford barely enough Water for family use. 
Corn crops and pastures are burning up Not 
even a vestige of green can be seen in many 


fields. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

BRADFORD, Pa., Sept. 1.—A heavy, wel- 
come shower tonight extinguished the many 
forest fires raging in this vicinity. At Kin- 
zua today abeut twenty wells and 1,000 bar- 
rels of oil burned. At other points the dam- 
age Was equally great. The ail property at 
Rexford was worth fully $2,000. 

MILFORD, Pa., Sept. 1.—Forest fires are 
breaking out all along the Delaware Valley, 
and the sun is entirely obscured by smoke. 
There has been no rain of any account since 
the 9th of July. Large fires are reported in 
Palmyra Township. 

Fron, Pa., Sept. 1.—A fire is raging 
in the forests of Crawford County. A wide 
area has already been burned «over, and the 
flames will probably continue until extin- 
guished by rain. 

VIRGINIA. 

FREDERICKSBURG, Va., Sept, 1.—The un- 
precedented drouth prevailing in Northern 
Virginia has been disastrons to the corn 
crop. In some portions rain has not fallen 
in three months. There is no food for thé 
cattle, and in some cases people travel thirty 
miles. Onthe Upper Rappahannock water is 
hauled from the river fer household use, and 
the supply from the river Is so reduced that 
large mills are unable to do more ‘than cut- 
tom work. Other manufacturing establish- 
ments are compelled to shut down. 

To.the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Martin’s Starion, Va., Aug. 30.—We 
have had a fearful drouth here. Not more 
than three-quarters wheat crop, not more 
than one-fifth hay erop, one-half oats crop. 
Carn certainly will not be more than one- 
half, may not more than one-third crop. Fat 
cattle sell well, but stock cattle ahd common 
beef very low; same as to hogs. Hay sell- 
ing here at $1.20 per 100 pounds; corn, $1 per 
bushel; rye, $1; wheat, $1.50. South of 
here they have no corn, but we have enough 
to do the people, but will have to buy for 
work stock.

Settlement of the Difficulties 
Over Emigrant Business. 


The Eastern Trunk Lines Accept the 
Ultimatum of the Western 
Roads. 


? 
Unlimited Tickets on the Pennsylvania to 
Be Sold at Full Local 
Rates. 


UNITED THEY 8TAND. 

The Western trunk lines have just shown 
What can be accomplished it they stand to- 
gether and work unitedly to gain their ends. 
For years the Eastern trunk lines have been 
doing just as they pleased as regards the 
emigrant business, and compelled the West- 
ern lines to accept such rates and divisions 
as they saw fit to give them. Of course they 
took all the cream and left nothing but the 
Skimmed milk for the Western lines, For 
this reason the emigrant business has rather 
been a loss than a profit to the Western lines. 
Many attempts were made by the latter to get 
a fair share of the profits from that business, 
but they all. proved futile owing to dissen- 
sions and divisions among the Western lines, 
and the Eastern trunk lines continued to do 
as they pleased. Finally, driven almost to 
desperation by the arbitrary and self- 
ish course pursued by the East 
ern trunk lines, the Western lines 
formed into au association—the Western 
Trunk Lines’ Passenger Association. This 
was about two years age. It was agreed to 
no longer accept the proportions allowed 
them by the Eastern trunk lines, nor to sub- 
mit any longer to the charge of W per cent 
for commissions, terminal expenses, etc. 
They established an arbitrary emigrant tariff 
and vowed to accept nothing except their 
own rates as their provortions, But 
Eastern trunk lines refused to submit. They 
insisted that the business should be carried 
on as it always had been. They waged a bit 
ter war op the Western association, and for 
a time it looked as if they would get the up- 
per hand again. ‘hey succeeded jn getting 
one of the Western lines—the Rock Island 
to leave the association, and they believed 
that this would break the assgcie-" 
tion. But, nothing daunted, the as- 
sociation met, and all the remaining 
lines resolved to stand by each other 
in this matter and fight the war to the bitter 
end. The association was reorganized on the 
ist of January last on a stronger basis, and 
afterwards Mr. W. H. Dixen, an able pas- 
‘senger,inan, well versed in the emigrant busi- 
ness, Was appointed Commissioner to ex- 
ecute the orders of the association. The 
trunk lines were informed that from Jan. 
1, 1881, they would be required to pay the full 
rates established by the association on the 
emigrant business, and no settlements would 
be made on-any other basis. But the Eastern 
trunk lines ignored * the notice and con- 
tinued to de the business as they had been 
in the habit of doing. Thus matters ran 
along until about a month ago. when the 
Western lines, find they could 
not induce the astern lin to 
settle at the assoclatum rates. decided 
to commence heroic measures against those 
lines which had refused to come to terms— 
namely; the New York Central, Erie, and 
Baltimore & Ohio Roads, The Pennsylva- 
nia, Boston & Albany, and Fitchburg Roads 
had previously agreed to accept the terms of 
the association. Aug. 2 a letter was sent. 
to the stubborn Eastern lines, giving 
them notice that unless they came tu 
terms on or before Sept. 1 paid up all 
arrearages since Jan. 1, 1881, they would break 
business connections with them and instruct 
their conductors to receive no tickets, either, 
first-class or emigrant, from the Eastern 
roads after that date. 

This altimatum proved a bombshell among 
the Eastern lines, and they came to the con- 
clusion that the Western lines meant busi- | 
ness this me. They found themselves at 
their wits’ ends, for to continue their policy. 
and to refuse to accept the terms de the 
Western association was sure te bring on a 
disastrous passenger war which wag likely 
to disrupt their whole business. The Erie 
Road was the first to take the medicine, and 
with a wry face announced that it would 
ante up, ots it would do so under 
protest. The Baltimore & Ohio eame 
next—Aug. 30—and ahnounced t 
it would gulp down the medicine, but it also 

rotested against it. Nothing definit was 
veurd from the remaining road, the New 
York Central, up to yesterday morning, 
when the association met to put into effect 
the penalty againet that road for not comply- 
ing with terms of the letter of Aug. 22. 
Shortly after the meeting had been called to 
order a dispatch was received from the New 
York Central which read as follows: As 
we now have assurances that the rates you 
demand will be enferced against all Eastern 
lines, we can only submit to them — make 
settlements as you request, acknowledging 
your undoubted right to make your own 
rates. Hope that a meeting can be er 
in the near future for a discussion all 
matters in controversy.” 

This was better than the members of the 
association had dared to expect. The New 
York Central, the most stubborn of all the 
lines, not only announced that it had taken 
the medieinoes without an effort, but even 
admitted that it relished it. and acknowledged 
the right of the Western lines to prescribe it. 
There was great rejoicing, and the members 
of the association emptied the ice-cooler in 
Commissioner Dixon's office of its contents 
in less than no time drinking to each others. 
suceess and their glorious achievement. 
Euch man considered himself a hero and they 
were more eoudescending to the reporters 
than ever before, 

The only thing that remained te be done by 
the association was to take action regarding 
meet- 
ing at which to discuss the matters in con- 
troversy. After a short discussion 
the following letter was 
up, and Commissioner Dixon 
instructed to forward it. to New 
Central, Erie, Pennsylyani 
Ones Boston & Albany, and Fitehburg Rail- 
roads: 

Understanding that the seaboard lines de- 
Sire a conference with this association on 
emigrant traffic, lam iustructed to say that 
this association will be pleased to meet your 
lines at any time and place which may be 
mutually agreed as convenient, with the 
understanding that all seaboard lines have 
decided to pay full proportions from Jan. 1, 
this year, to all constituents of this asssocia- 
tion as required, and as soon as the seaboard 
lines have agreed among themselves what 
concessions they want and on what grounds 
they claim such concessions, and have fay- 
ored me with a copy of such claim, so that 
this association may came to such confer- 
ence prepared to take action intelligently.”

THE MACHINE AT WORK IN NEW YORK. 
The proceedings at the late meeting of the 
New York State Central Committee were re- 
markable in several respects. Perhaps /the 
most Surprising feathre of the session is, that 


a committee charged with the promotion of |) w 


the Republican cause in that State should 
have proceeded deliberately by act and by 
omission to impairthe chances of Republican 
sucess at the fall election. Let every move- 
ment made by the committee was apparently 
to that end. Every detail seems to have been 
arranged especially to serve the interests of 
the machibe. 

In the first place, it was determined to hold 
the State Convention in the City of New 
York. No Republican convention has ever 
been held there. But the, selection of New 
York City is not only contrary to all prece- 
dent; it is manitestly designed to enable 
the machine to exert the powerful 
local influences which it eontrols in 
New York. and Kings Counties. The 
City and County of New York are _ over- 
whelmingly Democratic in politics, but the 
machine element in the Republican party 
has always been able to count. upon ready 
and efficient codperation. from the Democrats 
as against the anti-machine or popular ele- 
ment ‘of the party. Though affecting, and 
probably hoping to discredit su¢h a theory, 
the New York ribune gives pecullar prom- 
inence to the general impression that New 
York City was selected “ in drder that the 


chine might be used to aid the friends of Mr. 
Conkling, and that also Mr. Conkling him- 
self, and especially Gen. Arthur, may be 
able to use their influence with the conven- 
tion without being delegates, and without 
having any open connection with the gather- 
ing.“ The New York ‘Post regards the 
whole affair as a new assertion of Boss rule.

The peculiar significance of so enormous a 
gain of representation for New York City is 
to be found in the complete domination of 
the machine in that city over the selection of 
delegates. The Republican machine of New 
York is much more, efficient at the Repub- 
lican primaries than Tammany is at the 
Democratic primaries. The Republican 
primaries are controlled absolutely by a 
number of associations or clubs, and 
none but uiembers of these organizations 
are permitted ta vote. But these 
clubs are close corporations. Membership is 
determined by ballot, and everybody, whether 
a Republican or.not, may be excluded who 
is not aeceptable to the machine managers, 
As a matter of fact, we believe, the aggregate 
membership of these elubs does net exceed 
6,000 or 8,000, though there are over 80,000 
Republican voters in the eity. In other 
words, less than 10 percent of the Republican 
voters in New York control the primaries, 
the local nominations, and the choice of 
delegates to the, State Convention.

PLAYING THE INSANITY DODGE. 

Guiteau is evidently intent upon an ‘effort 
to convince the public that he is Insane. 
Having been engaged all his life in cheating 
and deceiving people, and having generally 
found them credulous and soft-hearted, he 
imagines the public will choose rather to be- 
lieve him a lunatic than a monster. In a 
word, he gravitates from a state of abject 
cringing cowardice to a state of devilish au- 
dacity. When the President sinks from the 
effects of the wound he inflicted the wretch 
calls for more guards. When the President 
rallies and the country rejoices in the hope 
of his early recovery the villain who shot 
him is at great pains to express his regret 
that the builet-wound did not prove instantly 
mortal, 

There is nothing mysterious in Guiteau’s 
state of mind; it is susceptible of easy analy- 
sis. Guiteau has a very acute intellect, as 
well asavery bad heart and a malignant 
temper. IIis bad heart and malignant tem- 
per sent him to jall as a would-be murderer. 
All the resources of his Kcute intellect, rein- 
forced by the varied experiences of many 
years of moderately successful rascality, are 
now devoted to the study of the best means 
of avoiding the penalty of his last great 
crime. He knows enough law to know that 
the only possible avenue of escape is through 
a plea of insanity. He is, therefore, laying 
the ground for the interposition of this plea, 
He knows that the immediate effect of a ver- 
diet of acquittal, on this ground, would be to 
send him toa lunatic asylum. But he is also 
aware that, once acquitted of the crime with 
which he is charged, he could not be again 
tried for it; and he is equally well aware that 
a sane person cannot be permanently confined 
in a lunatic asylum. Ile knows that his 
friends have only to show that he is sane to 
insure his prömpt release. Hence Guiteau’s 
energies are bent to the single purpose of 
proving himself insane to escape the perti- 
tentlary. The prosecution of this purpose is 
never interrupted except when the President 
has a relapse and appears in imminent 
danger of death. Then the audacious 
schemer is obscured in the cringing, cow- 
ardly whelp who dreads the law. 

Gulteau's pretense that he wants the Presi- 
dent to die isa miserable sham. He knows 
that the difficulty of proving the insanity 
plea, in the event of the President’s death, 
will be increased a thousandfold. He there- 
fore argues to himself, in the seclusion of 
his cell, that the expression of a desire for 
the President’s death will be regarded gen- 
erally as evidence ot his insanity, since, he

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POWER OF COURTS TO FIX “ RATLROAD- 
CHARGES. 

A reeent decision by Judge McCrary, of 
the lowa Circuit Court of the United States, 
is an important contribution to the legal lil- 
érature coucerning the powers and duties of 
railroad corporations and their subordina- 
tion to law and to the rights of the public. 
It appears that the Southern Express Com- 
pany, a corporation doing business in the 
State of Arkansas, was excluded from the 
cars and trains of the Memphis & Little 
Rock Railroad Company. The express com- 
pany applied to the courts for an injunction 


compelling the railroad corporation to afford 


the needed facilities. This injunction was 
granted, and the whole matter was argued 
before Judge McCrary on a motion to dis- 
solve the injunchon. This motion was 
pressed upon two grounds, which presented 
the whole question iuvolved. These grounds 
were as follows: 

First—That the railroad company, by its ohare 
ter, is possessed of the exclusive privilege of 
conducting the express business over and upon 
its own road; and 

Second—That even if this were not so, the ex- 
press company has no richt to carry on its busi- 
ness upon said road without the couse nt of the 
railroad company. 

The charter of the railroad company con- 
tained the provision that the said company 
shall have the exclusive right of transporta- 
tion or conveyance of persons, goods, mer- 
chandise, or produce over said railroad by 
them to be constructed.” The Court said 
that the history of railroads showed great 
changes suggested by experience since the 
Hirst establishutent of railways; and one of 
these changes took place when it was found 
that the safety not only of property, but of 
life as well, depended upon vesting in the 
owner of thé track or the company operating 
the road the exclusive right to say what 
vehicies should be placed upon the track, or, 
in other words, the exelusive right of trans- 
portation and conveyance of persons and 
property over Meir track. Clauses like the 
one quoted were therefore inserted in nearly 
all the charters.of railroad companies. But 
the Court held this clause of the charter 
gave no such right as was now claimed by 
the railroadcompany. It gives the company 
the exclusive right to put cars on the track 
and operate them for the transportation of 
persons, goods, and merchandise, but no 
other or greater exclusive right. The Court 
then overruled the motion to dissolve the in- 
junction for the following reasons:

But in all other things are com- 
mon carriers doing business for public, 
and in se doing are subject to all com- 
mon-law rules and regulations governing the 
duties and obligations of carriers: The 
Court disposes of all the hair-splitting non- 
sense of vested rights under charters and of 
the right of men and corporations to do what 
they think proper with their own property. 
Judge McCrary declares that This court can- 
not for a moment sanction the proposition that 
the railroad company may by extortion or 
unjust discrimination exclude the express 
company from the right to conduct its busi- 
ness upon the railroad,” and the Court em- 
phasizes this decision by the following sig- 
nificant notice to all parties concerned. He 
says: “I am not prepared now to fix the 
maximum rates to be charged for the trans- 
portation of express matter: but I have no 
doubt of the power of the court, after inves- 
tigation, to do so.” 

This decision is in sympathy with previous 
decisions to the same effect by Justice Har- 
lan of the Supreme Court, and by Judge 
Baxter of the Sixth Circuit, and by District 
Judges Key, Gresham, Treat, Hallet, and 
Caldwell. It recognizes and affirms that 
railroads are a part of the business machin- 
ery of the country, and not special inventions 
held by speciai patents for the exclusive use 
of the patentees. These compaties operate 
public highways, which are free to all who 
may choose to use them for transportation 
upon paying a just and reasonable toll. The 
companies must treatall persons applying to 
them with equality; they must not extort 
from any one, nor discriminate against any 
one, but to the extent of their capacity must 
execute all the business offered them, and 
must do this ata fair and reasonable com- 
pensation, which it is the duty of the courts 
to enforce. | 

This decision further declares that in the 
ease of State legislation on this subject, and 
in the observance of such legislation, the pow- 
er of the courts to control the rates of trans- 
portation, to the extent of fixiag what is fair 
and reasonable, does exiat, and that the 
courts, upon a proper case being presented, 
will, upon due investigation, fix these rates 
and enforce the decree of the court. The 
decision is all the more commendable 
because of the fearless manner in which 
the court cuts loose from the technicalities 
and sophistries with which this Question 
has been heretofore befogged and clouded 
by the courts, the attorneys, ahd the special 
retainers of the railways. This decision 
places the question before tne country in its 
plain, naked, and simple character, which fs, 
Ilave these corporations, which are mere 
common carriers upon whom the whole 
country depends for the service of transpor- 
tation, any right to discriminate. either in 
rates Ur facilities against any person? and, 
llave they the right to exact for the service ren- 
dered any but a fair and reasonable compen- 
sation? That is the whole question involved. 
The answer is plain and direct, that the rail- 
road corporations have no special rights and 
privileges; that they must render equal serv- 
ice and equal facilities to all persons; and 
that the tolls exacted cannot exceed what is 
just and reasonable, and in case of contro- 
versy the courts may determine what are just 
and reasonable rates for transportation. 

That this is the law of the land there can 
be no doubt; all that is needed is to have it 
so decided and so universally made known 


that railroad corporations shall feel the neces- 


sity of obeying it without further equivoca- 
tion or delay,

At the Bankers’ Convention held some 
weeks ago the Controller of the Currency, 
Mr. Knox, referred to the practice still in 
force in this country of the delivery of gold 
from the Sub-Treasury to the banks, instead 
of making the transfer by the use of Treas- 
ury certificates. Ile had been commenting 
upon the immense business transacted by 
the banks of New York City, and upon tha 
fact that the use of money in these transac- 
tions was less than 8 per cent of the many 
thousands of millions paid in and out over 
the counters of the banks. Contrasting this 
prompt and convenient mode of transferring 
money by checks instead of handling the 
ash itself, he fitly described the mode ad- 
hered to by the United States depositories 
“‘asarelic of barbarism.” The Subd-Treas- 
ury shovels out gold to the weight of several 
tons per day; this is carted through the 
streets and delivered at the banks. All this 
could be obviated by the issue of gold certifi- 
cates, whereby gold in any amount, from 
$100 to $5,000,000, may be transferred without 
trouble, delay, danger of loss, or any incon- 
venience. 

For some reason, the Treasury Depart- 
ment last December issued an order prohib- 
iting any more gold certificates. The Cashier 
of one of the principal banks of this city 
wrote to Secretary Windom last week, repre- 
senting to him that the banks of this city de- 
sired something more convenient than gold 
for the settlement of clearing-house bal- 
ances; that the gold for this purpose had 
now to be carried through the streets, and 
up into the buildings, and thence back to the 
various banks. He asked the Secretary if 


the banks might be allowed to deposit the 


gold in the Sub-Treasury, and, obtaining 
certificates therefor, use the latter as ex- 
changes in the clearing-house. The Secre- 
tary responded that the prohibition of gold 
certificates made by the Treasury last winter 
would not be withdrawn or modified. So 
the Treasury Department persists in follow- 
ing the old relic of barbarism, and. compels 
the carting about the streets every day of 
several tons of gold, when the same thing 
might be accomplished by the delivery of 
certificates. On the istof October the Treas- 
ury will have to pay out $30,000,000 in pay- 
ment of principal and interest of called 
bonds. Five hundred thousand dollars in 
gold weighs one ton; so the payment of Oc- 
tober will require the weighing and delivery 
of no less than sixty tons of gold. 

We believe the law of Congress not only 
authorizes, but directs, the issue of silver cer- 
tificates in exchange for silver deposited in 
the Treasury. The banks can, therefore, by 
the process of depositing gold in the Treas- 
ury, obtain silver, and by depositing the sil- 
ver can obtain the certificates, which they 
can use in the clearing-houses for the pur- 
pose of making settlements. 

The banks, without any reason except an 
obstinate purpose not to use silver after hav- 
ing made the most extraordinary, absurd, 
and faliacious predictions of the ruin of the 
country to follow its remonetization, refuse 
now to use the silver certificates in settle- 
ment of their . clearing-house balances, and 
prefer to punish themselves by carting gold 
coin by the ton through the streets for an 
hour or two every day. The inconvenience 
is of their own making, but it is an incon- 
venience which they can escape at any time 
by the simple use of silver certificates.

Steamship Agents Feel No Alarm 
at the Dynamite Council's 
Threat. 


*‘* INABILITY.” 
THE WISEACRES LETTING GO OF ALL THEIR 
WISDOM. 
Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribene. 

New York, Sept. 1.—The Hon. George M. 
Robeson, speaking on the subject of Presi- 
dential inability to-day, at the Brevoort 
House, in this city, where he is temporarily 
stopping, said: “‘“When does this ina- 
bility arise? By whom is the ques- 
ition of the inability to be decided? 
Upon what proof? In considering the ques- 
tion, when does this inability arise? It must 
first of all be decided what is such inability 
as is contemplated by the Constitution. 
Whenever a duty is requested to be done by 
an officer, and he nas not the power to do it, 
then inability exists. More generally, when 
an officer meets a duty the performance of 
which is actually or legally required of him, 
and he is unable to perform it at the time 
when its performance is required of. him, 
then an inability exists. 

. A MERE TRANSIENT INCAPACITY, 
in the order of Nature and daily life, such as 
a temporary absence, or a passing sickness, 
or à transient inability of any kind not 
affecting the legal performance of the 
duty or its effect when done, is 
not the inability contemplated by the Consti- 
tution, but when it is of such a nature and 
duration that the officer cannot do important 
acts required to be done, or must leave the 
duties of an important office unfulfilled for a 
time sufficient to withdraw. from the office 
and its fulfillment the effective influence and 
governing mind of the officer himself, then 
an inability exists. 
IN THE PRESENT INSTANCE, 

so long as the President is able intelligently 
to desire his Cabinet officers to discharge the 
duties which they are authorized by law to 

tform as his representative, and 80 
ong as he ie able. affirmatively to desire 
that no other policy be pursued than that 
which is being followed out, then no inabili- 
ty wilh aries until some actual duty is pre- 
sen which the Cabinet is not able to per- 
form. But. when a duty actually presents 
itself required to performed by him 
which he is unable properly to perform,

Two QUESTIONS 
remain— namely: Who is to be the judge 
when this condition of things arises ? What 
are to be the evidences of it?’

Congress has no more power in regard to it 
than the Legislature of the State of New 
York. The Cabinet has no other power to 
decide the question, The President himself 
cannot legally decide it.“ 

“wHO, THIN, 
is to decide ?”’ 

In the absence of legislation by Congress 
preéxisting on the subject, the Vice-President 
himself is the only person or power who can 
actually decide this question, and he would 
do so upon the general and undisputed prin- 
eiple 8. the law imposes upon any 

'rson, officer, or body the obligation to per- 
eney, itimposes 
upon that person, officer, or body the obliga- 
tion and duty of deciding, under his respon- 
sibility. when that contingency occurs.” 

Do you think it necessary or proper to 
convene Congress in order to provide further 
for the succession of the Presidential oftice?”’ 

Ido not see that a special session of both 
Houses of Congress would be either neces- 
sary or effective for the purpose. A special 
session of the Senate might be proper.” 

EX-SENATOR EATON, OF CONNECTICUT, 
who rather prides himself on his knowledge 
of the Constitution and his strict construc- 
tion of its provisions, has no doubt that the 
“inability” of the President whieh devolves 
the powers and duties of his office on 
the Vice-President may be of a 
temporary character, and that in such cases 
the exercise of his functions by the Vice- 
President would be temporary. He thinks 
there is ho need of legisiation to enforce the 
Viece-President’s power in such a contin- 

ency, though it ‘might be well for 
ongress to make provision fer future cases. 
This latter opinion is based on ‘his view 
that the “inability” must needs be of a 
character that the President himself is not 
conscious of, but that is patent 
to everybody else—such as _ insanity. 
So long as he can recognize the requirements 
of the situation, and so operate in any action 
for fulfilling them, he is not disabled. and 
there is no occasion for the Vice-President 
to assume his functions.

The International Convention of Short-Hand

A SPLENDID YACHT. 

Buffalo Courter: C. D. Waterman, of Detroit, 
started for home yesterday with the fine new 
iron steam yacht built for him by David Bell. 
The boat has been named Uarda,a Spanish word 
meaning ‘rose.’ She is 100 feet long. seventeen 
feet wide, and eight feet deep. Her hold is sep- 
ara‘’ed into three water-tight compartments. 
Sue carries a fore-and-aft compound engine 
made by Christie & De Graff, of | Detroit, the 
higt-preseure cylinder having a diameter of 
fourteen inches and the low pressure one of 
tweaty-four inches, with a sixteen-ineh stroke. 
Steam was raised on Monday, and the ma- 
cohinery worked nicely. The botler is of Mr. 
Bell’s manufacture, is made of steel, and has a 
shell of six feet and a length of nine and one- 
half feet. The wheel is six feet in diameter. 
The Uarda, as we have said before, is built after 
the ocean- yacht style. Her cabins are entirely 
below deck, and this allows the convenient utili- 
zation of the entire lo deck for seating purposes 

‘im pleasant weather. The forward cavin 
‘Wil be used as @ diniig-room,” and win 
be finished in walnut and ash woods. 
It will also contain several berths. 
The after-eabin will bave two staterooms 7x8 
feet, toilet-rooms, etc., and the main room will 
be Als feet. These rooms will be finished in 
mahogany and other choice woods. It will be 
noticed that the yacht is quite roomy inside. 
The pilot-house, of course, is on ‘deck, and is 
nicely finished in cherry and maple. The Uarda 
has two handsome spars in position, which are 
from the yard of Joseph Sloau.

He is re- 
garded as a scholarly man, of pro- 
gressive views, and ig widely esteemed 
as a tine, Christian gentleman. He was absent 
all of last year in Florida, with his invalid wife, 
and was so much liked by (he Southern Church 
there that he filled their ptipit during his entire 


Stay. 1 
The Rev. Robert Proctor of Arlington Heights, 
is one of the most noteworthy members of the 
jury. He was born near Toronto, Out., in 1830, 
is therefore 50 years of age. His early edu- 
cation was conducted under Presbyterian in- 
thuencses, and his footsteps naturally turned to 


Princeton, whence he subsequently craduated | 


with bonors. He then entered the ministry and 
labored for several years in various Presbyterian 
pulpits. His wife, however, was a strong 
Methodist, as were also her parents, and in 
the fuliness of time Mr. Proctor found 
himself leaning towards that faith. It is said 
that he was a strong Freemason, and that the 
congregations to whom he ministered, unable to 
reconcile membership in the Presbytcrian 
Church with membership in a lodge of Free- 
masons, contrived to make matters rather un- 
pleasant forhin.—so much so, in fact, aa to 
hasten the conclusion that. he could be more 
useful to the cause of religion in the Methodist 
old.

v. Garrett R. Van Horn, at present pas- 
tor of. the Micbigan Avene Church, was born in 
New Jersey in 1841, and @imitted into the Rock 
River Conference in 186]. He is a graduate of 
Garrett Biblical lustitute, and is regarded as an 
eminently fair-minded man. With the Kev. Mr. 
Alling, another of the jurors. he served in the 
eapacity of a juror in “he Yates case, which 
came up in the Conferpuce a tew years ago.

Coroner Matson Holds an Inquest 
on the Victim. 


No New Facts Elicited Throwing Any 
Light on the Tragedy. 


James B. Duncan Held to Await the 
Action of the Grand Jury. 


The inquest on the remains of Thomas H. 
Lowerre, who was killed Wednesday morning 
about 4 o'clock at ö Wabash avenue in an eu- 
couuter with James B. Duncan, was held yester- 
day afternoon at the Harrison Street Police 
Station. The jury viewed the body at Jordan’s 
undertaking rooms on Monroe street, and then 
proceeded to the Armory, where the investigu- 
tion began at 2:40 o'clock. Messrs. Sleeper and 
Kettelle appeared ou behalf of Duncan. 

The first witness examined was Nelson Bower- 
man, of No. 1212 Wabash avenue, who testitied 
that he was a compositor in Tur Tripune of- 
five. He knew the deceased about three years, 
and last saw him alive about  halt- 
past 3 o'clock Wednesday moruing. He and 
the deceased: left the office a littie after 3 
o'clock, and separated at the. doorstep of the 
lattec’s residence. They did not stop anywhere 
on the way. The deceased was perfectly sober. 
Witness never saw bim under the influence of 
liquor. Never knew bim to quarrel, and never 
heard him make use of bad language. Never 
heard that be had been drunk 
clothes. 

George Edward Duncan, the 13-year-old son 
of the priseoer, was sworn and said that be knew 
une deveused. The witness never beard of any 
trouble between the deceased and his father. 
At about 4 o’clock Wednesday mornme the wit- 
ness was called by his mother. who was scream- 
ing. On aug out of his room witness saw bis 


‘father lying on tbe floor with Lowerre on top of 


him, beating him over the bead with a big cane. 
The deceased had a revolver in his left hund and 
wus trying to pull the trigger or cock it. Wit- 
ness’ futher was crying for help. Witness 
snatched thé revolver from Lowerre’s hand and 
threw it on the tloor. It was about 4 o'clock, and 
wituess could barely see. Did not remember it 
there was any lightin the hall. Witness father ex- 
claimed, “Oh, Georgie, take him.” After 
witness snatched the revolver, he and bis mother 
pulled Lowerre off bis tather. Witness’ face was 
covered with blood, and he then went to wash 
his face. Lowerre said to his mother. Hold ny 
head up so | can breathe.’ He bad fallen back 
on the tlour. There had been no trouble before. 
Witness did not hear the report of any pistol, 
nor did he see any flash. It migbt have been 
fired while witness was asleep. Lowerre was 
trving to cock the revolver with his left hand, 
and was beating Duncan with the club at the 
sume time. Witness did not seé the revolver 
afterhe snatched it from the deceased. The

MRS. MARGARET DUNCAN 

was the next witness, and after being sworn tes- 
tined that she lived at 375 Wabash avenue, and 
was the wife of the prisoner, She knew the de- 
ceased for two years—the time he had been 
rooming at ber house. Sue knewof oo trouble 
between the deceased and her husband. Wit- 
ness went to bed ‘Tuesday night about WW o’cloek 
and did not hear ber husband get up during the 
night. The first she kuew of the tragedy was 
the bearing of the shot, somewhere «about 4 
o'clock. The report woke ber up suddenly. She 
got up and “partially dressed. She went 
into the hall and found her husband 
ou the tioor with the deveased on topof bim 
beating him with a heavy cane. Duncan was 
crying for mercy, Witness did not see any re- 
volver. The deceased did not say anything. 
Witness tried to pull deceased from ber hus- 
band. She and ber son succeeded in doing 80. 
Lowerre moved near the bath-room door, and 
sank to the flour. Witness did not see the ro- 
volver. After Mr. Duncan got up be went tothe 
bath-room to wash bimself. When Lowerre 
dropped at the bath-room, he asked witness to 
raise bis head so he could breathe, and then al- 
most instantly expired. Witness had been out 
of town fo week. She knew of no 
trouble be n her husband and the 
aeceused. V ess made a mortgage on her 
furniture to werre on Aug. W for toree 
months. The consideration was $2. She puid 
the deceased the $2, which be paid back to her. 
Witness did not owe bim anything. She did not 
speak to her husband about it, as the furniture 
was hers. Se did not know of any trouble de- 
tween her husband and the deceased. If there 
were any trouble it took place while she was out 
of towu. The deceased spoke to wituess about 
the mortgage, and threatened that he would fix 
Duncan if de did not keep his mouth 
shut. He said at on Sunday. Witness 
told ber husband on Monday that Lowerre 
would make him trouble. Witnesa did not 
know that deceased or her husband had a re- 
volver. Lowerre had a beavy cane, which he 
got about two months ago. 

On cross-examination the witness said the de- 
ceased and her husband quarreied about the 
sule of some of the furniture mentioned in the 
mortgage. Them was no trouble between ber 
husband and the deceased on heraccount. Her 
husband was not jeajous. The mortgage was 
given to protect her interest in the furniture 
in view of any probable trouble. The 
mortgage was drawn up by the deceased. 
Witness is in the business renting rooms. 
and her husband never interfered. e 
furniture is valued at about $00. Duncan, dur- 
ing ber absence, sold a bedstead, which was in- 
cluded in the mortgage. Witness recognized 
the cane with which deceased was beating her 
husband. Lowerre was in good dealtb, and 
weighed about 150 pounds. Her husband's 
health has been poor for several years. His 
weight is ninety-tive or ninety-seven pounds. 
Her husband is a peaceable man. 

MISS JENNIE PIERCE, 
a comely blonde of an attractive type, was the 
next witness, and, on being sword, testified that 
she had lived with the Duncans for about four 
‘ears. She knew deceased about two years. 

‘itness was sleeping in the dining-room at the 
rear cud of the hall. She did not hear the 
pistol shot, nor the row. Mrs. Dun- 
can woke up witness, and on coming 
into the hall she saw Lowerre lying on the floor 
neur the bath-room. He was dying. Witness 
beard no shrieks, no Struggling. Sue never saw 
a revolver uround the house. When the witness 
came iuto the ball Duncan was in the bath-room 
wasbing himself. Wetness knew nothing of the 
mortgage, and nothing ot any difficulty between 
Duucan and the deceased. 

Dr. C. C. Lingie, of 361 State street. was sworn, 
and testified that be was called in to attend the 
deveased after the tragedy. Witness tound him 
in his undershirt lying in a pool of his owa 
biood., The wound was in the tem- 
Oral region, and tne man was in 
u dying condition: witness saw no 
marks of powder. It was not a close shot, as 
otherwise there would have been powder- marks. 
From the nature of the wound and direction of 
the bulict the deceased must have been stand- 
ing up. It might be possible for aman in a 
struggie, if holding a revolver, to accidentally 
shoot bimself in the manner stated. 

Police-Officer James Kerwin testified that on 
his reaching the place he found the body ot the 
deceased. The prisover was in the kitchen. 
Witness broke in the door and arrested the pris- 
our, who said he did not do the shooting. and 
requested the oificers not to make too close a 
search for the revoiver. Witness searched the 
house, but found no revolver. At the time the 
police arrived Lowerre.was not dead. 

Otticer M. J. Granger, 0, was next sworn, 
and testified that at twenty minutes to 4 he re- 
ecived a call for the patrol-wagon to go to No. 
375 Wabash avenue. Ine ollicer testitied sim- 
ilarly to the previous witness as to the finding 
of the deceased and the arrest of Duncan, who 
would not admit that he dia the shooting, sav- 
ing that the charge would have to be 
proved. After taking the prisoner to the 
station the officer returned to the house and 
made a thorough search for the pistol, but 
fuiled to Had it. On the way to the station 
Duncun stated to the witness that the affair 
never would have taken place if Lowerre had 
not been in the house. ‘The prisoner stated that 
Lowerre bad beaten bim over the head with a 
cane. He would neither admit 

NOR DENY THE SUOOTING. 

Michael Colbert, 17 Eldridge court, testified 
that he was a printer, and had waiked home 
with the deceused the morning in auestion. 
Never knew him to carry a pistol. Lowerre had 
been working all night. 

At this stage of the proceedings Mr. Duncan, 
whose fight arm was bandaged ciose against bis 
side, in consequence of his broken shoulder, 
aud whose bead was badly cut, became very 
faint, and bad to be ministered to by Dr. Lingie. 
For a few miuutes he groaned mightily, 
and some of the spectators were afraid he 
would not survive. Their fears proved ground- 
less, for he soon revived sufficiently to resume 
his chair and watcn the proceedings with the 
liveliest interest. 

The {orouer then read to the jury Dr. Blu- 
thardt’s report of the post-mortem examination, 
which stated that the femoral artery had been 


‘severed by the bullet. This caused a bemorrhage 


that resuited in death. 

Mr. James F. Small. of 154 South Wood street, 
testified that be knew the deceased for seven- 
teen years. His habits were l. The witness 
never knew that the decea carried a reveiver 
or a cane. Never saw him under the influence of 
liquor. He was a quiet, peaceable man. 

At this stage of the inquiry Coroner Matson 
asked Duncan if be had any statement to make. 
His counsel stated that he was in no condition 
to do so, and Mr. Dunean continued to maintain 
his reticence. , 

The jury retired, and after a short consulta- 
tion returned as their verdict that Thomas II. 
Lowerre came to his death from a gunsbot
